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‘West of China a demand for cotton 
goods practically unlimited. The idea 
of introducing a new industry is, there- 
fore, at once laudable and economically 
prudent, and needs no extraneous re- 
commendation of hostility to foreign 
trade. If China can produce cotton 
goods better and cheaper than she 
can import’them, the result will be a 
new soureo of gain, aud her people 
will onjoy greater comfort and be able 
to employ their savings in the purchase 
of other commodities. ‘There is, there- 
fore, in the abstract no reason why 
other nations should Jook upon the 
utilization of the resources of China as 
in any way detrimental to their own 
interests; and as they are quite pre- 
pared to accept in a friendly way, aud 
oven further by their influence, the rise 
of Chinese industry, it is ab least an 
error to represent the beginning of 
such industries as an act of hostility 
towards foreigners generally. In this 
respect we may ask the Chineso 
to look upon tho reverse of the 
case, Foreigners find they can buy 
toa and silk to better advantage in 
China than elsewhere, and with this 
object they yearly pour into China 
vast sums of money, which go not ouly 
to enrich the people but to help support 
the Government. Tho stoppage of this 
trade out of an unfriendly spirit to- 
wards China we have never yet heard 
suggested, and the reason is evident. 
‘Tho import of ten and silk ndds to our 
own comfort, and inany amongst our 
people make a living ont of that import 
aud tho other industries which it 
renders possible, At the same time, 
could we ourselves produce tea and 








silk on more favourable terms than 
China can supply them, we should 
not hesitate for one moment in adopt 
the more favorable market; and t 
we should do, not out of unfriendlin 
to China, but so that onr comforts 
our means of enjoyment might be 
increased by the extra facilities we 
should have of becoming greater cou-

‘The only matter calling for reference in the 
minutes of the Municipal Council meeting, 
held on the 6th instant, is that the Police 
were to be instructed to see that ponies are 
not exercised in places where they incon- 
venience the public—complaints having 
been made that the strings of ponies led for 
exercise between the Horse Bazaar and 
Carter Road, “are a nuisance and dangerous 
to those walking or driving past.” 

‘The annual general meeting of the Mih- 
ho-loong Hook and Ladder Company was 
held last evening in the Board room at the 
Municipal Offices. The meeting was called 
for half-past five o'clock, but, like Shang- 
hai, it was a quarter past six before a 
quorum could be mustered, the Club, 
Skating Rink, and other likely places being 
visited meanwhile to pick up  absentees. 
‘The members who ultimately assembled 
were Messrs. Rice (in the chair) Groom, 
Westall, Russell, Andrew, Fearon, Wool- 
ley, W. White, Allen, Low, Lavers and 
Reid. The business transacted was of a 
formal nature. ‘The retiring officers and 
committee were re-elected, namely, Mr. 
Rice, foreman ; Mr. Groom, Ist assistant ; 
and Mr. Westall, 2nd assistant ; Messrs. 
Low, Fergusson, Wainewright, and Bois, 
committee. The accounts, showing a 
balance in hand of Tis, 450.11, were un- 
animously adupted, and on the motion of 
‘Mr. Groom seconded by Mr. Low it was 
decided that Tis. 400 should be deposited 
in the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, and 
that no further subscriptions be collected 
nntil the same be reimposed by resolution 
at a future meeting, provided that a sufti- 














cient _mumber of members consent to 
alter the rule relating thereto. Dis- 
satisfaction was expressed at the mode 
of alarm now given when a fire occurred, 
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and it seemed to be the general feel- 
ing that the signals as at present given 
were misleading and inadequate. It was 
decided, on the suggestion of Mr. Lavers, 
that a letter should be written to the Muni- 
cipal Authorities on the subject. Mr. F. 
J. Green, who is at present in England, 
was elected a honorary member of the 
Company. ‘This concluded the business of 
the Hook and Ladder Company, and the 
annual meeting of the Mih-ho-loong Rifles 
was next held. In addition to the names 
mentionedabove, there were present, Messrs. 
Valentine, Glass, Brodie Clarke, and Har- 
ding. ‘The accounts showed a balance of 
‘Tis, 85, and it was resolved that this amount 
should be handed over, together with the 
New Challenge Cup and a small cap, to 
the amalgamated Company. ‘The election 
of officers was deferred, pending the re- 
organization of the Corps. It was ex- 
plained that the proposed new uniform had 
been approved by the Municipal Council, 
who would include in their Budget such « 
‘sum as would enable the incoming Council 
to pay half of the cost of the uniforms for 
the Corps, but the question rested with the 
Ratepayers whether they would bear the 
whole or a portion of the cost. Mr. Low 
believed that the Council, in only including 
half the cost of the uniforms in their 
Budget, had acted on a statement from 
the joint committee that some mem- 
bers might prefer to buy their own uniform, 
but he was in favour of the Council set- 
ting aside such a sum as would provide all 
uniforms.—A meeting of the joint com- 
panies was afterwards held, at which it was 
decided to have a Mih-ho-loong Ball cither 
on the 17th or 24th February. A resolution 
was passed, making fancy dress compulsory, 
with the option to members and military 
and naval officers to wear uniforizs er fancy 
dress. The following were elected the 
Committee: Messrs. Rico, Groom, Westall, 
Sim, Andrew, Brodie Clarke, Fearon and 
McLeod. A vote of thanks to the Chairman 
concluded the meeting. 

We believe wo are correct in stating that 
the long-vexed question of the new uniform 
for the S.V.C. may be considered as at 
length decided, and that it will be of the 
brilliant scarlet and soldier-like pattern of 
the sketch submitted to the Council.

SYMPATHETIC HOSPITALITY. 
‘Tux telegrams from Bombay and St. 
Potersburg, which we publish on another 
page, must bo regarded as eminently 
satisfactory. The alarm which was 
sounded aé the beginning of the Afghan 
campaign seems likely to prove a false 
ove. And the disasters with which the 
British troops were threatened will, we 
trust, be found to have existed only in 
the imaginations of newspaper corres- 
pondents. It was easy to point to 
the terrible loss in 1842, and to predict 
a similar calamity in the present year; 
aud, having settled that the expediti 
ary force was destined to rni 
discomfiture, it was still easier to 
imagino a dark series of misfortunes 
which would ensue and crowd one 
upon another, until the cloud no bigger 
than a man’s hand in Afghanistan 
assumed the dimensions of a storm 
which should ultimately imperil our 
Indian Empire, A repetition of the 
tragedy of the Koord Cabul Pass was 
inevitable, and was (o be followed by 
‘a loss of our prestige and a new mutiny 
of far larger dimensions than that 
of 1857. It is unehnritable to suppose 
that in any caso the wish was father 
to the thought, but certainly the pro- 
phets of ill seemed to glont over their 
sinister predictions, and to wax angry 
whon any one suggested the possibility 
of onr having learned something by 
the experience of seven and thirty 
years, ‘Tho Altruists were in their 
eloment, aud we could only wait and 
hope.

shifting according as human know- 
ledgo advanced. Bat, although it 
may appear presumptuous to say 
80, we can uow tell what it is im- 
possible for beings with morely human 
faculties ever to know. Spiritualists 
oconpy in part the ground covered by 
the unknown, in part that which falls 
under the unknowable. It is not de- 
nied that their doctrine of a universe, 
peopled by disembodied spirits possessed 
of mundane interests and influence, 
might. bo entertained as one of many 
possible keys to the great riddle, if 
there were not theories more cousistent 
in all their parts which supersede spirit 
ism in philosophical minds.

Being uubound by spiritual influence 
whon securely tied up, is as old as 
Ulysses, and continues to be a trick 
with savage religious mountebanks ; in 
the days of Tertullian, tables phophesied 
by means of joined hands Inid upon 
them; vampires and ghostly guardians 
of hidden treasure always anuounced 
their presence by raps, and by the same 
means the spirits of trees are, as we 
write, telling Franconinn damsels what 
sort of husbands to expect. ‘Tylor 
quotes from a sixteenth century poem 
a witch's boast that she could not only 
bedevil wells, trees, herbs and ponltry, 
but make “stoles to dannee, and earthen 
pottes to praunce.” Tudian literature 
is fall of accounts of saints who floated 
in the air, and many Catholic saints 
betrayed a like levity. Bewitched per- 
sons were accustomed to do the same. 
Holy water used, we believe, to bring 
these latter incontinently to the ground, 
‘as in Intter days it puts a stop to the 
gyrations of possessed tables. ‘There 
is nothing new in getting up people 
who have been loug dend. It is hard 
to say who has not attended a séance, 
but we can vouch for Hippocrates 
and St. Pan), Juvenal and Julius 
Cesar. The ludicrous part of iv is 
that the thoughts and language, nay, 
even the spelling of ull such spirits, are 
thoso of the mediums, however valgar 
and illiterate these may be, In one 
authenticated case, St. Paul’s Greek was 
Inmentnbly shaky, too overpower. 
ingly bad even for St. Paul, whose 
Greek was at the best nothing to boast 
of. Woe uced not enlarge upon tho 
manifest absurdities involvedinthe belief 
that spiritual beings consume food, and 
ovcnpy themselves in aimlessly flinging 
material objects about darkened rooms, 

‘As spiritunlists decline to submit to 
the tests prencribed by tho experience 
of scientific engnirers those results 
which they claim to produce, it would 
bo vain to ask how their peculiar mani- 
featations aro brought about. We can 
only speculate upon the reasons which 
induce people to believe that startling 
infractions of what we call laws of 
nature do really occur. Those only so 
believe whose appreciation of scientific 
truth is of the faintest; who, to take a 
conerete example, can see no reason 
why the three angles of a plane triangle 
might not be equal to a little more or 
a little less than two right angles. The 
condensed result of experience we call 
common sense, but when this is from 
any canse suspended we are at the 
merey of every plausible delusion, and 
are but litile removed from insanity. 
Some irreverent persou has somewhere 
said that when a woman has a pecaliar 
and precious religious gift, it generally 
means tnt she is subject to fits. Now 
it is certainly true that whenever the 
healthy action of the body or mind is 








interfered with by privation of food, or 
of sleep, or of variety in the objects of 
contemplation, or by any other develop 
| ment of asceticism, visions and spiritual 
visitations will oceur, aud the power of 
criticism will be absolutely abolished. 
Sound judgment depends upon bodily 
health and vigour, From Siberia to 
Patagonia the mostaccomplished dealers 
in second sight are the epileptic and 
cataleptic. A hysterical condition allied 
to these graver forms of nervous disense 
is produced by “expectant attention,” 
so that, though space forbids us to cite 
authorities, we are justified in saying 
that whatever one determines to seo or 
hear, that very thiug ono will iu eifect 
sce or hear. We exclado all imputa- 
tion of deliberate fraud. The good 
faith of certain witnesses cannot bo 
questioned. But the phenomena are 
subjected; that is to say, the belief in 
their occurrence can be fully accounted 
for by supposing that the judgment 
nourished by experieuce is crushed 
under the temporary sway of dominant 
ideas. These latter are, in fact, the 
spirits renlly present at every séance; 
and it is curious to note that, by them, 
Lucretius, two thousand years ago, 
accounted in auticipation for the pres- 
cnt day beliefs of spiritualists. “Why 
is it,” says be, “that when wo wish to 
think of a thing, the mind immediately 
thinks of that very thing? Do images 
obey our wills and present themselves 
before us, whether wo wish for things 
in sea or earth or even in heaven ? 
Perhaps because in each moment many 
periods recognisable by the mind lie 
hidden, so that within any time all 
images stand ready to be called up, 
but those only come which the mind 
strains itself to sce. It prepares for 
and expects what is to follow, and 
therefore the hoped-for result does 
follow, every surrounding circumstance 
escaping notice. Moreover, the widest- 
reaching inferences are drawn from the 
slightest indications, so that of our own 
free will we delude ourselves.” (Book 
TV). There would seem, therefore, to 
be but one answer to the question, 
whether the rejection of spiritualism 
by scientific mex marks a loss of kro 
ledge, a degeneration from powers once 
really enjosed by the human race.

Axmovest the medical practitioners in 
China and Japan, none have a better! 
right to be heard with attention than 
the author of the “ Report on the D 
enses of the Japanese,” in Dr. Dobell’s | 
series. Dr. Anderson has devoted | 
ranch tine to the study of the quaint | 
people who hase such marvelously | 
interesting characteristics, but 
sly enough, are perpetually being 
praised for vittues to which they aro 
strangers, and blamed for defects that | 
they are happily exewpt from. Fi 
instance, the one quality which is ii 
variably in common conversation as- | 
signed to the Japauese by universal | 
consent is cleanliness. If any con- 




















trast is ever made between the Chinese 
aud Japauese, it takes the form of a 
panegyric on the personal purity of 
the Jatter and a denunciation of the 
filthiness of the former. But Dr. 
Anderson has studied the interior life 
of the natives of the Mikado’s Empire 
with great diligenco for years, aud the 
conclusion at which he has arrived is 
that tho cleanliness of the people is 
very much exaggerated. The trath is 
that no Orientals are really clean, in 
the sense of the word which finds 
acceptance with the dwellers in tho 
West. Tho mat-covered floors, and 
the painted sereeus and the perfectly 
fitted sliding doors, on the wood work 
of which not a particle of dust is per 
mitted to lodge, look “beautifal out 
wardly,” but we Jeary from ihe keon 
and practised observer thnt the “clean- 
looking mats are clean superficially 
ices of the ta tami 
dirt that trends more or 
Jess upon filth.” And when we come 
to examine the persons and habits of 
the people, we find that they are by no 
meaus what Thackeray called “Com- 
panions of the Bath,” but that their 
washings ave rare and deficient in 
thoroughuess. “Their daily ablations, 
as auy oue having experience of 
Japanese inns will remember, ave of the 
slightest description, a slap or two with 
a damp rag of some six inches square, 
and rising the mouth, constituting the 
whole operation. ‘They use no linen 
and wear their garments almost as 
Jong as the threads will hold together.” 
This neglect of personal cleanliness has, 
as Dr. Anderson points out, a very per= 
ceptible effect on the health of the 
natives, and if the authorities really 
mean to set abont the great task of 
sanitary reform they must begin with 
au enforcement of cleanliness. Four 
changes are suggested as imperativoly 
necessary. 1st.—Tho soldiers might 
be compelled to wear linen and to keep 
themselves and their nniforms clean, 
2Qnd.—Some control might be exercised 
over the bath houses. 3rd.—The uso 
of charcoal braziers in barracks, schools 
and public institutions might be for- 
bidden. 4th—'The sanitary arrange- 
ments of private houses might be im- 
proved. We have quoted theso hints 
becanse they bring out in distinct . 
contrast the advanced state of Japan 
when compared with China, It is 
true, as we have stated, that the 
reputation for cleanliness which the 
Japanese hare so long enjoyed, is one 
based on inadequate grounds; but 
ranted all this, how wide is the 
difference between « people for whom 
a report like that of Dr. Anderson can 
be written and a people who have not a 
Enropean health officer in their capital! 
We do not conceive that the sanitary 
advice promulgated by the Imperial 
Naval Medical College will be im- 
mediately attended to; but it will 
gradually find acceptance, and in all 
elihood before many months have 
passed away one or two of the 
recommendations will be carried out to 
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certain extent. Very likely reforms 
will be attompted in a snperficial way, 
and perhaps they will be abandoned 
after insufficient trial; butas hypocrisy 
is a homage to virtue, so an extra 
scrubbing is a homage to cleanliness, 
and if rigorous cleansing is enforced 
for one summer, sickness will be lessened 
and 2 good example will be set. The 
stir and agitation on the all-important 
topic of Hygiene must be productive 
of some good, and we shall be dis- 
appointed if Dr. Anderson's warnings 
do not find some ears ready to receive 
them. Here all is different. It is 
hopeless to peculate on such a remote 
possibility as the adoption of similar 
measures by the Chinese Government, 
and it is dismal to think of the mass of 
ion aud abomination that would 
bo discovered if any Chinese regiment, 
school, restanrant or household were 
subjected to the searching gliuce of a 
health officer with Western notions of 
sanitary nocessities. The whole country 
is as foul as tho German inn described 
by Erasmus. 














syaccuracr. 
Mr. Henperr Srencer in his Study of 
Sociology refers with some emphasis 
to the extreme untrustworthiness of 
ihe witnesses whom the enquirer has 
to consult in order to obtain inform. 
ation on the topics with which the 
science is concerned. He names three 
causes of this untrustworthiness— 
firstly, carelessness; secondly, faunti 
cism; thirdly, self-interest. This remark 
is applicable Lo almost all the evidence 
which is tendored for acceptauce in 
common life, and indeed. there are few 
more lamentablo reflections than those 
which arise when we examine the state- 
ments that pass master in ordinary 
conversation by the legal standards of 
truth. ‘Tho difficulty of being accurate 
appears to be enormous. ‘To report a 
conversation as it passed, and to de. 
scribe an incident as it really oceurred, 
aro really, though men are unwilling to 
to adwit it, Herculean tasks requiring 
a combination of gifts rarely found. 
Everyono knows the amusing game 
called Russian Scandal, which was a 
favourite amusement at Christmas time 
sume years ago. Here a short nar- 
rative is written ont avd read in the 
cara of one member of-a circle, The 
person who hears it passes on as nicl 
as he recollects of it and whispers his 
version of the story into the ear of his 
neighbour. The recipient of the im- 
perfect narrative communicates as 
much as he can remember to his neigh- 
bour, and so on until the Inst member 
of the group is reached. ‘This person 
repeats aloud the tale as told to bim, 
aud the fun consists in the contrast 
between the written narrative read to 
And the fragmentary aud distorted 
version. of it which is produced by Z. 
The game is worth playing, for it 
opens our eyes as to the difficuliy 
of accuracy. Oftentimes of course 
a witling will @y to embellish the 























narrative, but this is not playing 
fairly. The valuable lesson which 
Russian Scandal teaches is the difficulty, 
had almost written the im- 
'y, of verbal exactness. With 
the best intentions, men add some little 
circumstance which they thought they 
saw, or insert an adjective a little 
stronger than the oceasion warrants, 
or confase the transaction of one day 
with a similar transaction which lap. 
pened on another day, or introduce 
some incident which they have heard 
since from another person but which 
they did uot seo with their own eyes. 
In these and a dozen similar ways men 
are betrayed into inacenraey, even when 
they are taking some pains to be 
faithful and to relate what passed 
under their own observation. lt was 
said of Dr. Johnson that he always 
appeared to he speaking upon oath ; and 
perhaps if person really gives his 
mind to conscientious efforts after 
serupolous fidelity of statement his 
conversation must savour of the witness 
box. When conversation travels at all 
out of the beaten track and meanders 
along the pleasant paths of literature, 
the inaccuracy which oue detecis is of 
adifferent character from that which 
we meet with and censure in the lighter 
branches of talk, but it is irritating 
nevertheless. When table talk passes 
into anecdotage, and the names of the 
sayers of good things are quoted or 
their repartees repeated, we find bland- 
ers thick and frequent, Wise and 
witty remarks are attributed without 
any attempt at sorious verification to 
Sidney Smith and to Theodore Hook, 
to Charles Lamb and to Douglas Jer- 
rold, and persons are represented as 
meeting who could not by any possibi- 
lity have been contemporaries. The 
best blunder we ever heard was made 
by a governess. A party of British 
tourists, the typical Paterfamilias and 
his boarding school team of daughters, 
ere making a continental tour, and one 
of the attractions to which they were 
directed by Murray’s Gnide Book 
was the statue of Ariadne by the 
illustrious sculptor Johann Heinrich 
Dannecker, whieh is to be seen, as all 
the world knows, in the garden of M. 
Bethmawn, Frankfurt. The family 
stood for a contemplating the 
work of art with “a stony British 
stare.” At last one of the girls asked 
timidly “who Ariadne was?” ‘The 
governess was equal to the emergency, 
and replied without an instant’s 
hesitation :—“ Ariadne was a Grecian 
lady who was turned into a spider by 
Jupiter for contemplating Diana while 
It is impossible to surpass 
‘a specimen of muddled informa- 
tion, and it is grievons to think what 
fearful and wonderful specimens of 
false history, false geography, and 
false everything else, that governess 
must have imparted to her pupils. This 
is of course an extreme case, but in- 
accuracies as irritating are perpetrated 
every day in common talk in spite of

PEEING. 

Tho weather here remains very mild, 
Our lowest observation of the thermo- 
meter at night has been 19° F., by day 34°, 

‘Pwo of the London Missionaries have 
returned from a long visit to Shantung, 
where some 300 persons were baptized, 
among them a dozen graduates. ‘There are 
at least one thousand more names on their 
lists, applicants either for the initiatory rite 
or instruction, ‘This is unexampled pro- 
gress. 

From Shansi we learn that the late rains 
in many parts of the province have done 
very considerable damage. In the 9th 
month, in four of the hsiens in Tai-yuen- 
fu, it rained incessantly during the 7th, 
8th and 9th, and on the 15th and 16th it 
rained more or less, The sun was not seen 
from the 9th to the 16th ; many houses fell, 
the people in large numbers were dying of 
fever, and the millet crops were completely 
destroyed. 

In Shantung, too, the Yellow River had 
burst its banks and’ flooded the surround- 
ing country, filling up the old dry water 
courses. I many places it stretehied con- 
tinuously for twenty or thirty li and 
ranged from 3 or 4 inches to 1} feet 
deep. The alluvial soil left after the sub- 
sidence amounted to 3 or 4 inches. 

More snow has fallen, and the w 
crop may be said to be secure, Next year, 
the poorest will he able to eat “white 
four,”

All present enjoyed themselves, 
dancing or otherwise, and went away with 
admiration for the ‘perfect arrangements 
made and the untiring attentions shown to 
the guests by the amiable hosts, Mr. and 
Mrs. Bismarek.—And this feeling was rather 
eightened next morning—sapienti sat. 
‘The A.D.C. of this port gave a per- 
formance on the evening of the 2nd inst.,

© Too much cannot be said in prais 
performance. ‘The farce, particularly, was 
kept going from start to finish in a most 
spirited manner, and to judge from the 
applause i& was'much appreciated by the 
audience.—A burlesque is in rehearsal, for 
production during the race festivities.” 
The Amy Gazette of the 8th instant, 
says, ‘To-day is an exciting day for the 
shopkeepers of Amoy, and indeed of all 
the cities in the Eighteen Provinces. It 
is the sixteenth of the moon ; and on every 























second and sixteenth of every moon it is 
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customary to light a couple of candles, 
burn a stick or so of incense, and expose a 
trifle of food at the shop’ door for the 
benefit of those wretched ghosts which are 
supposed to be flitting about with no pious 
hand of friend or relative to cheer the 
darkness and warm their stomachs in the 
other world. Shopkeepers undertake this 
charitable act twice in every moon, in the 
hope of bringing good luck to themselves, 
‘and making business prosper ; and as the 
present is the last occasion of the kind in 
the current year, it is made more of than 
usual, and is regarded with a mixture of 
hope and fear for the future.” 
‘Earthquakes would appear to be becom- 
ing chronic in Amoy and its vicinity, the 
Gasette chronicling another slight shock as 
having occurred at 9.47 on the night of the 
Sth instant. The vibration lasted about 
four seconds and was felt both at Kulangsu 
and Amoy. This (kind of) occurrence was 
(says the Gazette) before unknown to foreign 
residents here, but of Iate earthquake has 
paid us several visits and at short intervals. 
We shall doubtless hear of the phenomenon 
having occurred in Formosa or the Phillipine 
Islands. 





HONGKONG. 

‘The Daily Press records the commence- 
ment of a cricket match between the 
‘Hongkong Cricket Club and the Officers of 
the Army and Navy. The Club, winning 
tho toss, went to the wickets, where they 
remained all day, severely taxing the 
bowling of their adversaries. For the Club, 
Hynes rapidly hit up 51, and Munro and 
Danman played two very fine innings of 
77 each, On the other side Pearce was the 
most successful operator, but it was a wari 
day for bowlers, and the batsmen had it 
all their own way, their total score reaching 
the respectable figure of 266.—It is offi- 
cially announced that the Hongkong Vol- 
unteers—on the occasion of a fire breaking 
out in the town—are to assemble at the 
Orderly Room and be marched off to do 
sentry duty in protecting property. Of 
course men who are members of the Fire 
Brigade will be exempt from this service, 
and those who go on this kind of duty will 
only be required to do so for one night. 

‘The China Mail says that at the Supreme 
Court on the 7th inst., an application was 
made by Mr, Brereton, on behalf of Mr. 
Tobias Pim and the other partners of the 
firm of Messrs. Olyphant & Co., for adju- 
ication as bankrupts. The case was ad- 
journed.—The Diario de Manila states that 
the Spanish gunboat Marque: del Duero 
will take H.E. the Spanish Minister, Senor 
Espaiia, for a voyage to Canton, Macao, 
and then to Annam; and that in the Inst 
named country he will put forward a claim 
with regard to the str. Zamboanga. 

The Daily Press says the Iron Duke, 14, 
double-screw armoured-iron ship, Captain 
Henry F. Cleveland, bearing the flag of 
Vico-Admiral Robert Coote, C.B., arrived 
at Hongkong on the 4th inst. On her 
entrance to the harbour, salutes were 
exchanged between her and the Victor 
‘Emanuel, also between the English and 
Russian flag-shi ‘The following are 
her dates on leaving exch port since her 
departure from Portsmouth :—Left Ports- 
mouth on the Ist August, and arrived at 
Plymouth on the 2nd:: left that port on the 
4th, and arrived at Gibraltar on the 11th, 
where remained five days, arriving at Malta 
on the 22nd, and_ leaving on the 35th ; left 
Port Said on 2nd September, and Suez on 
the Tth, for Aden ; and same night observed 
the English transport Bengal ashore, which 
vessel the Iron Duke succeeded in towing 
off on the 9th. She then proceeded for 
Aden, arriving on the 1th, and leaving 
on the 2ist; arrived at Galle on the 4th 
October, and left again on the 8th for 
Singapore, arriving there on the 18th; 
after remaining there for one month, left 
for Penang, arriving on the 22nd November, 
and left that place on the 29th for Singa- 

















re, arriving on the 2nd December ; left 

ingapore on the 5th for Sarawak, where 
arrived on the Sth, and left the following 
day for Labuan, reaching that port on the 
19th ; left at noon on the 14th for Manila, 
and experienced a fresh monsoon ; arrived 
on the 19th, and left again on the 24th for 
Hongkong, ‘when experienced very heavy 
weather, which carried away jibboom, 
split fore-top-mast stay-sail and ‘spanker, 
and received other minor damage, and ran 
short of coal ; put back on the afternoon of 
the 20th, only having made about 250 miles 
out; arrived at Manila on the 28th ; left 
again on the 3lst, and had fresh monsoon 
to Hongkong. During her stay at Manila, 
the ofticers were entertained by both Eng- 
lish and Spanish residents with balls, din- 
ners, and other entertainments, following 
each other in rapid succession. A cricket 
match was also played, which resulted in a 
draw. The Iron Duke, has on board an 
Amateur Theatrical and also a_ Christy 
Minstrel Troupe, who will, in ail proba- 
bility, give a performance in due time, 
should the proposal mect with the appro- 
bation of the residents of Hongkong. 

‘The Press understands that His Excel- 
lency the Governor has zeceived instructions 
from home to proceed with the necessary 
works in order to place several of the 
batteries recently thrown uparound Victoria, 
Harbour upon a footing of permanent 
defence. The operations will be imme- 
diately commenced at North Point, under 
the superintendence of the proper officers, 
and there is no doubt the harbour wi 
soon be protected in such a manner as to 
render it very difficult of approach by an 
enemy's ship. 

‘The China Mail says the steamship 
Ameriea, which recently left Hongkong for 
Haiphong, took out in tow a small steamer 
called the Tonquin, which is intended to ran 
on the river at Haiphong.—The same paper 
understands that the annual rental of the 
houses destroyed by the great fire of 25th 
and 26th December, amounted to £120,726; 
which would make the actual house pro- 
perty value, iaken at say 12 per cent., 
about a million of dollars. The buildings, 
however, may be constructed in better 
condition than before for, say, less than half 
that sum.—The storekeeper Edward Fisher, 
has again been brought up on remand, 
charged with attempting to defraud the 
Lancashire Insurance Company of the sum 
of $5,000 by setting fire to his house, 
After hearing some further evidence, the 
Magistrate, Mr. C. V. Creagh, finally re- 
manded the defendant for a week, and 
admitted him to bail in two sureties of 
$560 each. 

The Daity Press says that His Uxcel- 
lency the Governor, accompanied by Bishop 
Burdon and Mr. Francis, has visited the 
po and released sixty prisoners who had 

een sentenced to various terms of im- 
prisonment for unlawful possession of pro- 
perty looted at the late fire. 





















CANTON. 
I have a record of disasters from fire to 
give you On the night of the Sist ult. a 
family house near the East Gate caught 
fire and the flames spread to the surround- 
ing houses. ‘The fire was not subdued until 


fifteon houses had been burnt down. On 
the same night a fire broke ont in Ko Tong 
Ho, in the Pun Yu district, and about 
sixty shops were destroyed. The fire ori- 
ginated in a gambling house. About a 
week ago about seventy houses were burnt 
down at Fat-shan, and in another fire at 
Chun Chune, about two miles from Canton, 
more than a hundred houses were consumed. 

The Ist January was the Lientenant- 
Governor's birthday. Visits of congratula- 
tion were paid by his subordinate officers, 
who brought with them the customary 
presents. 

‘The thieves are about as usual and as 
audacious as ever.

YOKOMAMA. 

‘The Gazette says the reported promotion 
of General Saigo to the ministry of war will 
be most favourably regarded by officers and 
men of the Imperial army, to whom he will 
be most acceptable on account of his high 

sonal qualities and soldierly feelings. — 
Tei no aceret that for some reatons the lato 
Minister had become unpopular with the 
forces, though probably the unfortunate 
withholding of reward which is supposed to 
have conduced to the Takebashi and second 
mutiny, should not be entirely laid to his 
charge. General Saigo has such great per- 
sonal authority with the troops, that under 
his care and government there is no doubé 
the forces will revert to their former 
loyalty. ‘The change is, in every way, a 
good ‘one, as a discontented army, 
donds of discipline loosened, was a new and 
terzible danger to the State—The arrival 
at Yokohama of the Feya, Capt. Pallander, 
the vessel engaged in the Swedish expedi- 
tion to the Arctic Ocean, is expected, 
Letters addressed to some of the oflicers 
have been received by the Swedish Consul, 
Mr. Van Oordt, and that gentleman has 
been instructed by his Governmont to offer 
welcome to Professor Nordenskjold, the 
chief of the expedition, on his reaching port. 
—Mr. Patrick Hodnett, for many years a 
licensed pilot, has been presented by the 
Japanese Government with a letter of 
thanks and fifty yen, for saving the lives 
of eight persons’ from a foundering junk, 
in the month of July last. 

The Herald translates, among other 
items, the following from native papers :— 
Snow fell in Niigata during the whole of 
the 15th December, and the ground was 
covered five feet deep.—H. E. Kuroda, the 
Chief of the Colonisation Department,” has 
lately been on a voyage to Korsakoif, in 
Russian territory, He left in the Gembu 
Marx, but in addition to the extreme cold 
in the north, they encountered a very 
severe Mukuree wind, which blew so 
strongly that the ship could not steam 
against it, the men were unable to carry 
out their’ duties, and they were all in 
extreme danger. "Thanks, however, to the 
exertions of the captain, who encouraged 
his men thoughout the storm, the vessel at 
last reached her destination in safety. It 
is said that Mr. Kuroda’s visit was for the 
purpose, of personally ascertaining the man- 
ner in which the houses in that. port are 
‘cunstructed for the protection of the inhab- 
itants against the extreme cold, and in 
order to iutroduce this same plan of con- 
struction into Hokkaido, some Russian 
carpenters have been engaged. It is hoped 
that by these means great advantages will 
be bestowed upon the inhabitants under 
the Kaitakushi jurisdiction, 
































QUEENSLAND. 

A Blue-book which has been issued, 
relating to our “Colonial Possessions,” 
collects some interesting particulars as- 
certained at the census of Queensland, 
taken on May-day, 1876. ‘The Surveyor 
General, correcting a former estimate, 
computes the area of Queensland ut 669,520 
square miles. In 1899, at the beginning 
of its existence as a separate colony, it had 
a population of only souls, but the 
census of 1876 showed 17: 
namely, 105,009 males and 6 
Tt has been customary at a (Queensland 
census to add 24 per cent. for people over- 
Jooked in counting up so scattered a popt- 












lation, and this would bring the number 
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up to 177,615, which the Registrar-General 
considers ‘a very near approximation to the 
actual population. ‘The increase in number 
since the last preceding census in 1871 was 
no less than 44 percent. ‘The enumeration 
of 1876 included 10,412 Chinese and 
Japanese (only 13 of them being females), 
nd 5,108 Polynesians, of whom 170 were 
females, Brisbane contained a population 
of 26,958 persons ; and there were 2,185 in 
Cooktown, which is the metropolis of the 
gold-producing districts of the north, and 
has sprung into existence and become a 
opnlons place since the census of 1871. 
‘he aborigines of the country are not 
included in the above account, and no 
approximate estimate of their numbers has 
been made; their habits and condition 
present great, if not insuperable, diflicnlties. 
‘The number of inhabited dwellings of all 
kinds in Queensland in 1876 is returned as 
36,552, including what are ealled “houses 
by courtesy,” in which the gold-digging 
population generally reside. In the larger 
towns there are stone houses, and some 
very handsome bank buildings and other 
plaees of business; and in the country 
districts many of the wealthy class engaged 
in pastoral pursuits have large and hand- 
some residences, and an increasing number 
of the farmers are getting out uf the slab- 
hut style of cottage and constructing their 
Awellings of sawn timber. Some of th 
most costly and commodions residences in 
the colony are constructed of sawn. timber. 
Many residents in the Australian “ bush” 
maintain that the ‘open-houso” style, 
with an inch or two between the rou 
slabs forming the wall, and with window 
aces innocent of glass, are the most 
Frcaithy ofall habitations in the elimate of 
Queensland. ‘The census of religion shows 
61,962 persons described as belonging to 
the Church of England, 43,147 Roman 
Catholics, 18,947 Presbyterians, 12,174 
Lutherans, 11,065 Methodists, and 10,047 
Mahomedans and Pagans; these are the 
only denominations with as many as 5,000 
members. | 
Although the recent report of cannibalism 
among uatives of New Zealand has been 
proved to have been unfounded, the 
Australian continent still possesses savages 
who practise cannibalism. ‘The * blacks” 
of Queensland have long been regarded as 
among the most determined opponents of 
the white man, and the recent wreck of a 
vessel named the Reiser near Townsville 
gave them an opportunity of displaying 
their hostility. After murdering the crew 
of the vessel, they cvoked and ate some of 
them, and the bodies of two of the men 
were’afterwards found in an oven on the 
mainland opposite the. King’s Reef, on 
which the Keiser struck. The features of 
the men were unrecognizable, the skulls 
boing smashed in and’ parts of the flesh 
being removed ; but traces of paper, eloth- 








































































ing, &e., in the neighbourhood’ of the 
camp left no doubt as to their identity. 


‘The natives of the interior of Queensland 
are of a type far inferior to the Maoris of 
New Zealind, and the fact that. they have | 
Len brought little or not at all under the 
intluences of eivilization prevents any com- 
parison between them and the Maoris, 
Whose renunciation of their heathen rites 
and customs dates back many years. ‘The 
murders and subsequent acts of eannibalism 
which were recently attributed to New 
Zealand natives, really occurred in New 
Britain, or the New Hebrides —accounts 
are still conflicting and uncertain, and the 
exact locality of the crime is not easily 
fixed in face of inaccurate telegraphic 
reports which have travelled from Mel- 
bourne to Syduey, and to Auekland, and 
by two different routes—cid San Francisco 
and rid Port Darwin—to Europe. It is 
certain, however, that New Zealand was 
not the scene of the outrage, It is sup- 
posed that the sniferers were native teachers 
from Fiji, and not Wesleyan missionaries 
from Europe.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 

November 19th,—The greater portion of 
this day's Gazette is oceupied by a memorial 
from Ting Pao-chéng, Governor-General of 
Szech’wan, describing with great minute- 
ness the discovery of a plot to create an 
insurrection by oue Wu Ts'ai-p'iao, having 
under him some twenty or more agents who 
were going about todilferent places inciting 
the people to join them in a rebellion. The 
machinations of these people having been 
brought to the notice of the Governor 
by Chow Wan-shun, Commander-in-chief, 
orders were at once given for the arrest of 
Wu Tsai-p'ino and his agents, and the 
authorities on the Yiinnan frontier were 
Hy eauttioned to be on the watch, as it 
as in that resion that the agents had been 
‘An intimation reached the Com- 
-chief soon after this that Wu 
Ts'ni-piao was going to attack a place called 

i-'an, and then make a raid on Ma-An-

Having now 
received an Imperial decree pointing out 
this mistake and calling for an explanation, 
memorialist whose eyes are blurred, feels 
in his fear as if there were no place ‘which 
will hold him (te which he ean fly for 
refuge). In matters of such grave import- 
ance’ as represcutations to His Majesty, 
‘what ‘redoubled caution and care ought 
there not to be? And an error such as 
this is worse than ordinary carelessness, 
All then that memorialist can do is rov- 
crently to beseech His Majesty of His 
goodness to commit His servant to the 
Board for the infliction of a rigorous pen- 
ty, that he may learn to avoid carelessness 
in the future.

RICHELIEU. 

Bulwer's great drama “Richeliew” was 
wroduced, for the first time, we believe, in 
Shanghai, at the Lyceum on the 8th 
instant under exceptionally good cireum- 
stances. Setting aside the fact for the 
moment that high-class drama is seldom 
if ever included in the run of the pieces 
presented by the indefatigable members 
of our A.D.C., it must be accorded that 
they did the right thing in recognising the 
presence in Shanghai of one of the hest— 
if not the best—interpreters of the histrionic 
art now living, and in giving him the 
support necessary for the success of so 
great an undertaking as the Breduetion of 
the drama of “Richelieu.” ‘That they not 
only did so, but gave up their time night 
after night to study and rehearsal, until 
each became so perfect in his part that, 
on. the night of presentation, scarcely 
a line of the text was missed, and the voice 
of the complaining prompter” was rarely, 
if ever, heard, redounds to their utmost 
credit ; and we are sre we shall for the 
reasons named be forgiven for thus prom- 
inently putting forward our local amateur 
‘Thespians before noticing the greater 
features of the performance. 

‘To speak of Mr. Fairclough as an actor 
simply, would be to class him with those 
who, while calling themselves ‘ actors,” 
and’ regard themselves as capable of 
“holding the mirror up to nature,” are 
yet but of the school of dullards who fail 
to catch the vital spark and are unable to 
reflect that ‘counterfeit presentment” 
which marks the true student of human 
nature. The impersonator, on Wednesday 
night, of Richelieu — that acknowled; 
admixture of lion and fox—fox only when 
the best interests of his beloved France 
were threatened or assailed — lion, in 
the feeling and practice of generosity in 
private life, though not slow to act or 
strike when danger threatened—was eqital 
to his task. Remembering the days. of 
Macready, of Kean, and -the late lataented 
Phelps, and recalling to mind the triumphs 
those mighty ones achieved in this and 
similar characters, it is not too much 
to say that, in Richeliew at least, the 
mantle of either one could not’ have 
fallen upon more worthy shoulders than 
those of Mr. Fairclough. ‘That this feol- 
ing was shared in by the large audience 
which filled the Lyceum on Wednesday 
ight was evidenced by the calls be- 
fore the curtain which followed nearly 
every act,—and here we must pause for 
the sake of a word or two respecting 
Shanghai audiences. It has been too com: 
monly said that light comedy and burlesque 
are the only things that will successfully 
“take” in the Model Settlement! Yet 
here, on Wednesday night, the first, for a 
long time, of the production of a strictly 
Glassical and historical drama, we find 
nearly every seat filled by an’ audience, 
including nearly a Inundred ladies, so rapt 
‘at times in listening to the actor's utter- 
ace of the great author's living lines, 
that, to use ® common phrase, “a pin 
might have been heard to fall,”"—and 
then, upon each peroration, bursting 
into 2 storm of applause. The accusation 
of frivol in theatrical matters will 
no longer apply to the community; 
of Shanghai, and the lesson will doubt- 
less be taken to heart by the A.D.C., 
the members of which, at least those who 




















































played in “ Richelieu,” must have felt for 





the time being the power of which they 


are capable and the “divine glow” which 
moves it. 

‘The drama itself is so familiar to all 
readers of Bulwer’s writings, that it would 
be waste of time to dwell upon it;. but a 
few lines from the copy of A.D., 1839, now 
before us, will not be out of place. “The 
administration of Cardinal Richelieu,” 
says the author in his preface, “whom 
(despite all his darker qualities) Voltaire 
and History justly consider the true 
architect of the French Monarchy, and the 
great parent of French civilization, is 
characterised by features alike tragic’and 
comic. A weak King, an ambitious 
favourite ; a despicable conspiracy against 
the Minister, nearly always associated with 
a dangerous treason against the State— 
these with a little variety of names and 
dates constitute the eventful cycle through 
which, with a dazzling ease, and an ar- 
rogant confidence, the luminary fulfilled 
its destinies. Blent together in. startling 
contrast, we see the grandest achievements 
and the pettiest agente the spy, the 
mistress, the capuchin ; the destruction of 
feudalism, the humiliation of Austria, the 
dismemberment of Spain, Richelieu him- 
self is still what he was in his own day—a 
man of two characters. If, on the one hand, 
he is justly represented ‘as inflexible and 
vindictive, erafty and unscrupulous ; 80, on 
the other, it cannot be denied that he was 
placed in times in which the long impunity 
of every license required stern examples— 
that he was beset by perils and intrigues, 
which gave an excuse to the subtlest inven- 
tions of self-defence.” To faithfully pour- 
tray on the boards a character of this duplex 
nature requires, as we have said above, not 
only a thorough acquaintance with the his- 
trionie art, but an intimate knowledge of 
the workings of the human mind; and 
that Mr. Fairclough possesses both wa: 
clearly evidenced in his acting on Wednes- 
day night. The physically feeble old man, 
when either roused into sudden outbursts 
of passion by the discovery of plots against 
his beloved France—worked up again, but 
in a minor degree, by the discovery of plots 
against himeslf or bis ward Julie de Mor 
temar—incensed against the King and his 
favourites, or befriending the reckless but 
generons De Manprat,—the character was 
splendidly maintained throughout, Mr. 

‘airclough’s declamation rising as occasion 
needed to the utmost of pathos or defiant 
denunciation. Thero was no rant, no ex- 
travagant movement—neither word nor 
action were wasted or used out of place, and 
(although comparisons are said to Fovdtous) 
Hamlet's advice to the players, mixed 
with a little modern inspiration, was well 
followed—and the audience, following the 
inspiration, were not slow, to quote the 
words of the text, to “applaud in the 
proper places.”” 

Space will not permit us to pursue the 

congenial theme much further ; and it is 
time we turned towards the minor char- 
acters. First among these, is of course, 
that of Julie de Mortemar, a role played by 
Miss Eleia May in a style indicative of 
resent excellence as m_ actress and of 
higher finish to come. ‘The audience ac- 
corded her a truly warm reception, and 
there is no doubt she made a decidedly 
successful debut in the réle in Shanghai— 
but people are waiting to see her once 
amore in her true vocation—opera; and 
when once she reappears on the lyric stage, 
there is no doubt as to the excellence of 
her impersonations or the reception she 
will have. The applause accorded to her 
on Wednesday evening was evidence of 
that. 

Of the secondary male characters, 
Baradas, favourite of the King, was well 
acted by Mr. Crowyuill; and the Chevalier 
de Mauprat found a clever impersonator 
in Mr. Smatliceed, who, indeed, is good at 
anything on the amateur boards, Joseph, 
a Capuchin, Richelieu’s confidant, was 
cleverly performed by Mfr. Knight, though 
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his plump contour hardly consorted with 
‘that of a supposed ascetic. The minor 
parts of Louis XIII (Ar. Doolittle), Gaston, 
Duke of Orleans (Afr. Wydale), Sieur de 
Beringhen (Mr. Straw), Huguet, officer of 
Richelieu’s Guard—a spy (Mr. R. Ginger), 
Frangois, a page (Mr. Valiani), Claremont 
(Mfr." F! Blessington), and the Secretary 
(ir. F. Murray), were all well filled ; 
and although at times there was an inability 
on the part of the audience to catch the 
words spoken, we are inclined to think a 
little more stage practice will give sufficient 
confidence to make articulation more aud- 
ible. 

Taken as a whole, the drama was highly 
successful, and at the close the curtain fell 
fo an unanimous recall. 

‘There remains but one other feature to 
notice. The orchestra was filled by the 
New Town Band, under the direction of 
‘M. Rémusat, whose playing was at times 
suiliciently startling—especially the drums 
and cymbals—to cause a perceptible jump” 
throughout the theatre ; though on the 
whole they played very well, and the com- 
munity is to be congratulated on the impor- 
tation of so harmonious a body of Manila 
men into their mi

producing a startling effect upon the public, 
‘who poured from every quarter to the scene, 
athere a dense crowd was speedily collected, 
The police turned out under the Captain- 
Superintendent and Inspector Grey with 
great expedition, and kept the crowd back 
in Queen’s-road, Pottinger-street, and Wel- 
lington-street.

No 
water was obtainable for some time from 
the hydrants. A number of jets were 
brought to bear upon the front of the fire, 
and one upon the back, whilst others were 
kept playing upon the opposite houses. 
Long before this, however, precautions 
were being taken at the Oriental Bank, 
which is just opposite, by wetting the 
venetians and pouring water over the roof. 
When the roof of the burning building fell 
ina gigantic volume of frm rose up, fol 
lowed by an immense shower of sparks, 
which fortunately, owing to the absence of 
wind, went straight up into the air, and 
were not scattered. Shortly after this, tho 
fire began to show signs of exhaustion, and 
about eight o'clock was fairly subdued. 
‘The remains of the adjoining house caught 
fire and were consumed. 

His Excellency the Governor, Commodore 
Watson, with a party of blue-jackets, Col- 
onel Shervinton, and Commissary-General 
‘Moore were quickly on the ground, together 
with most of the principal residents, but 
when it was seen that the fire was not 
likely to spread the crowd rapidly thinned. 
It is stated that the fire originated through 
the upsetting of a kerosine lamp in the 
upper portion of the premises ; the oil run 
ning over the floor all aflame, and the man 
who met with the accident, together with 
the other persons in the house at the time, 
hastily left without making any attempt to 
arrest the course of tho conflagration, 
During the firea Chinaman was captured by 
the police in the act of attempting to sever 
the hoso in the Central Market. He mando 
a great struggle to get away from the 
lukongs, but Inspector Orley arriving on 
the spot soon got him down and sent him 
to the Central Station. ‘The late occupant 
of the house was insured, and the loss will 


fall upon a local company.

THE PROJECPED WOOLLEN MANUFACTORY 
AT LAN-CHOW-FU. 
(China Overland Trade Report.) 

Some time ago we mentioned that it was 
in contemplation to start 2 woollen manu- 
factory in the North of China, to be 
worked on foreign principles, with foreign 
machinery. This scheme is, we now learn 
from a Shanghai contemporary, about to 
be carried out, ‘Tso German gentlemen— 
one a woollen manufacturer from Aix-la- 
Chapelle—have been engaged to conduct 
the enterprise to a successful conclusion, 
the requisite machinery has been shipped 
from Europe, and a site fixed upon for the 
new industry. ‘The factory, which is to be 
erected with all possible expedition, is to 
be situated in the city of Lan-chow-fu, 
the capital of the province of Kansuh, and 
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*_ to this remote spot the German managers 
* are said now to be on their way. Kansuh 
ig the north-east corner of China Proper, 
and as a great part of the journey thither 
has to be performed by land we are not 
surprised to hear that it will consume 
three months. The journey will be pain- 
fully tedious, no doubt, but the travellers 
will have the satisfaction of going over 
much ground almost entirely new to 
Enropeans. Kansuh is not a populous 
-ovinee, nor the seat of any great industry. 
e reason alleged by the Courier for 
starting the factory at Lan-chow-fu is the 
presence there of the raw material, 
Sheep being plentiful in the province. 
Probably if they found a good market 
there, the Mongols would drive in vast 
flocks of sheep and goats. It: is thought 
by the originators of the project that it 
will pay better to establish the factory in 
the wool-producing district than to bring 
the raw material down to a port. This 
remains to be seen. The cost of trans- 
porting a bale of cloth ‘from such an 
‘enormous distance will add considerably to 
its price, and render it difficult for it to 
compete with foreign goods. ‘The time con- 
sumed in sending the goods to a market 
will also not be trifling. Still there is no 
reason why the factory should not supply 
rovineial wants, and as there are some 
ifteen millions of inhabitants in Kansuh 
the mill may find sufficient employment for 
its energies. But that Lan-chow-fu can 
ever become an Oriental Bradford until 
some more facile means of communication 
with the coast is adopted, is absurd to 
suppose. The new mill is of course an 
experiment, and if it succeeds the Chinese 
may proceed to found other manufacturing 
industries, But we must confess to enter- 
taining strong doubts about the success of 
the plan. In the first place it has been 
fostered and is being carried out by the 
Government, and past experience goes to 
show that Chinese Government monepolien 
are not remunerative. What profits may 
bo made are reaped by petty officials, who 
are keen to scent out any chance of a 
“squeoze.”. The principle of a Govern- 
ment taking up such schemes is bad ; they 
should be left to private enter ‘There 
is no lack of capital among the mercantile 
communities of China, though they 
studiously avoid making a display for fear 
of arousing mandarin cupidity. Had this 
factory been a private enterprise there 
would haye been more prospect of its 
success. Expenses could have been mini- 
mised, and the affair conducted on a 
business-like basis, But if it is to be a 
privileged Government monopoly it will 
rapidly degenerate into an institution out 
of which pickings may be obtained, and 
cannot prosper. There is another reason 
yihy we cannot speak vell of Government 
industrial enterprises in China. They are 
founded with one fixed-idea—hostility to 
the foreigner and a desire to be independent 
of him. The woollen mill is no exception 
to the rule. The leading idea is to com- 
pete with foreign woollen goods, rather 
than to supply a want. Of cotirse the 
Chinese people have a perfect right to 
establish what industries they please, and 
undeisell foreign goods if they can, but it 
is not the business of their Government to 
do so, and is, in fact, a source of great 
injury to trade and commerce. 











ITEMS FROM INDIAN PAPERS. 

‘The Caleutta Englishman of 6th Decem- 
ber, says there has been an improvement 
in both import and export business, though 
not in prices in the former. Freights are 
unchanged, though the market closed weak 
owing to a large number of arrivals. There 
were 47 ships, carrying 63,954 tons, in port 
disengaged. 

The correspondent of the Delhi Gazette, 
who was present at the capture of Ali 
Musjid, in his account of the affair men- 
tions one or two facts that we have not 


seen noticed elsewhere. He states that 
the enemy had ten guns in Ali Musjid, 
seven in an adjoining entrenchment, and 
eight more distributed about, altogether 
twenty-five, of which we captured twenty. 
four, though official report says only 
twenty-two. The 51st Foot was the first 
regiment to occupy the fort, and in it were 
“found large quantities of ammunition of 
all sorts, for both guns ard rifles. Bundles 
of Enfield cartridges were picked up, 
Government pattern, maked 1871, the year 
after our gift in 1870! Twenty-four guns 
were taken, all made in the Ameer’s arsenal 
in Cabul. “The enemy left his camps in 
the Pass standing. Tents, posthins, chogas, 
atta, rifles, swords, crockery and all kinds 
of things were lying about. ‘The Afghans 
had evidently abandoned their position in 
a desperate hurry.” Further, he adds 
that the commissariat arrangements were 
wonderfully good, considering the short 
time given in which to make them. Colonel 
Huni deserves credit for the way he has 
got over difiiculties. ‘There was of course 
a little confusion at first, but by this tine 
all is working smoothly and regularly. A 
month’s supplies have been collected. 
‘Three survey officers are employed with the 
army, and are making an admirable map of 
the country.”—It was decided by high 
authority that the employment of the 
risoners taken at Ali Musjid on the 
Tholam and Réwalpindt railway would be 
derogatory to the honor of a martial race, 
though the men themselves were delighted 
at the idea. The order sent to Peshawar 
was, according to a contemporary, to 
“treat them with respect,” which the 
Comunissioner considered incompatible with 
work as a navvy. 

The Bombay Gazette writes that the 
activity of English diplomacy since Lord 
Beaconsfield’s Ministry came into office 
seems to have been quite unprecedented. 
From the revelations now poured forth it 
appears that, while the Turkish war was 
going on, the Foreign Secretary of England, 
inspired by Lord Lytton, kept his eye on 
Central Asia, and obtained from the Rus- 
sian Government a formal disavowal of any 
claim to interfere in Afghanistan, which 
Buts the subsequent despatch ofthe Russian 

Mission to Cabul in a very badlight. The 
marked significance of the speech made at 
Hongkong by the Chinese Envoy who has 
lately boen on a mission to the English and 
French Courts, and the emphasis with 
which at the present critical time he declares 
that the friends and the enemies of England 
are also thote of China, give point tothe in- 
timations frequently published of late that 
England has sought and obtained the alli- 
ance of China in the expected conflict with 
Russia in the East. In this connection the 
announced visit of Sir Thomas Wade to the 
Indian Viceroy is not without a special 
interest. Mr. Gladstone can see in this 
vigorous and comprehensive foreign policy 
nothing but omens‘of downfall of the Brit- 
ish Empire ; but, if such a catastrophe be 
imminent, he more than any other English- 
man of mark has helped to bring it about, 
by the unceasing and unpatriotic inalev- 
olence of his attempts to. discredit Lord 
Beaconsfield. In view of the dangers that 
beset the Empire, honourable statesmen

and that the Government is further of 
opinion that any Act which may be passed 
on the subject should be applicable to the 
whole country. Accordinyly, a draft Bill 
has been prepared, and a copy of it was 
received last week by tie Government of 
Bombay for any suggestions Sir Richard 
Temple and his colleagues may have to 
make thereon. Hence the Governor's 
anxiety to make himself personally ac- 
quainted with the working of the principal 
mills here, There can be no doubt that 
employers of child Inbour in these factories 
should be put under soine restraint. Their 
rules seem generally to be fair enough to 
the workpeople ; but we have no security 
that. these rules are ever carried out, and 
an interesting letter from Dr. Blimey, 
a witness whose evidence is freo from 
any taint of bias, shows clearly enough 
that it is the interest of millowners 
to overwork their hands, ‘The millowners 
are so strong in Bombay that a Bill in- 
troduced into our locai Legislative Council 
would have no chance of being fairly dis- 
cussed, and we are, therefore, glad the 
Government of India’ has taken ‘the matter 
up. 

The Friend of Indie states that Mr. 
James Gordon Bennett is reported to have 
left Paris for Cabul, travelling overland by 
way of Russia and’ Central and ae- 
companied by M. Ivan de Woestyn, who 
acted as correspondent for the Figaro on 
the Russian side during part of the late war, 
and who is to represent the New Yur 
Herald in Afghanistan, A. “special cor- 
respondent” among the Atighans will eer- 
tainly be a novelty. 

‘he Ludian Daily News and other Indian 
papers complain loudly of the difticulties 
thrown in the way of their correspondents 
at the seat of war obtaining or transmitting 
information, The News says, ‘ Very little 
news leaks down from the front, although 
it is now loudly proclaimed at Lahore that 
no restrictions or hindrances are put upon 
yer currespondents—n ‘ere put, 
it is more or less inferred. News 
people think diflerently, We do certai 
Special correspondents of the Archibi 
Forbes type are not born in India ; the war 
correspondents of Indian newspapers are 
for the most part officers in the army, 
gentlemen that is to say, and therefore ine 
capable of anything mean or pettifogging, 
and moreover professional men, the best 
fitted to judge as to what news may safely 
be given to the public, what news it behoves 
thein to withhold, one would think. Ifthe 
Commander-in-Chief, or the Government of 
India, or whatever the restricting power 
could only understand its own intere'ts, i 
would encourage such men to write ‘or the 
papers instead of repressing them. But 
they won't do that, and it is idle—n good 
many people think’ it is dishonest—to de- 
clare that army men are not repressed, when 
they cannot send off telegrams unless those 
telegrams are countersigned, and the corres- 
pondent’s name, by virtue of the red tape, 
betrayed. In the present temper of the 
powers that be towards the Press, very 
few officers would dare to make’ such 
confession of connection with the Press ; 
it is not to be expected that they 
should. And for the same reason it is 
almost as difticult for men in the army to 
send a letter even to a paper. They are 
almost sure to be found out, or at any rate 
they are so afraid of heing found out, that 
such an enterprise is seldom risked. A 
man's prospects in his profession naturally 
enough weigh down any desire for connec 
tion with the Press, for the abatement of 
mudiles and abuses, or consideration for 
the public's desire to get trustworthy news, 
‘The Indian Daily News is by no means 
isolated in unorthodox notions as to the 
muzzling of war correspondents, as may be 
seen from the complaints of other Indian 
journals. OF course we mean war corre- 
Spondents not accredited by the home 
papers. Those lucky men seem able to get 
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anything they want. For instance, Mr. 
Archibald Forbes was able to transmit to 
his employers a full account of the affair at 
Ali Musjid so promptly, that it was pub- 
lished in London at 11 a.m, on the 22nd 
Nov. Says the Englishman, after refer- 
ring to that little bit of favouritism :-—“ At 
late as the evening of the 23rd Nov., the 
telegraph authorities at Peshawar refused 
to transmit a perfectly harmless telegram, 
giving the main details of the taking of 
Ali Musjid, which was tendered by our 
correspondent for despatch ; and this was 
only one of several messages, all equally 
innocuous, and referring only to accom- 
plished facts, which they refused to accept 
for transmission. In fact, the telegraph 
wires were, as far as regards news from 
General Browne's force, absolutely closed 
to our correspondents for at least six days; 
and the same was, we believe, the case 
with every cther Indian journal on whose 
behalf any attempt to use the wites was 
made, We may add that the answer made 
by the military authorities to applications 
for their countersignature was simply a 
refusal to trouble themselves about. the 
matter.” 

‘Whe Neirs also says our prisoners of wat 
with the guns and stores captured at Ali 
Musjid arrived at Lahore on the 24h 
and 25th Nov. The prisoners were half- 
starved, and many, being unable to walk, 
were sent in on donkeys. A grand pro- 
cession of the arms captured, &e., went 
through the city. 

Burmah, uo less than the Australian 
colonies, would seem to be in danger of 
being ruined by Chinese cheap labor, for 
we read in a Rangoon paper that’ the 
Colestials are not only daily increasing in 
numbers, but are ousting the Burmese 
and Bengalee artisans out of the market. 

"Phe Fidlian Tea Gazette says a new species 
of tea shrub, resembling that which grows 
in China, has been discovered in Armenia, 
near ‘Trebizond. ‘The peasants pick the 
Jeaves and dry them in the sun, and large 

juantities have been sent to Persia, where 
the new product is highly appreciated.— 
‘The Gucette learns from the Produce Mar- 
dete Hecicw that the supply of the finer 
grades of Indian Tea has been so much in 
excess of the demand, that holders have 
been unable to dispose of the tea placed on 
the market, and prices have throughout 
the week tended downwards, the finer 
descriptions of Pekoe, which show a decline 
of fully 2d. per Ib., being the most affected. 
‘The consumption of tea, nevertheless, for 
the first nine months of this year shows an 
increase of about 8,000,000lbs. over the 
corresponding period of 1877. 
































FROM FRENCH GUIANA T0 THE AMAZON. 
‘The British Consul at Cayenne, Mr. Wool 
ridge, calls attention in his report thi 
year to the recent expedition into the in- 
terior of French Guiana which was unde 
taken by a navy doctor, Dr. Jules Crevaux, 
with two priests and 20 men, ‘The priests 
fell ill in a month and returned to Cayenne, 
and the men also abandoned the doctor ; 
but he had the pluck to persevere, and 
proceeding with one negro (a capital cook, 
but incapable of managing a boat) and a 
Boni savage picked up en route, ascended 
the Maroni river to the foot uf the Tumac 
mountains, and crossed them, finally des- 
cending the Yari river and ‘reaching the 
Amazon after a march of 142 days, having 
travelled over 500 leagues of land and water, 
225 of which were over an entirely umex- 
plored region. The doctor discovered the 
true delineation of this important affluent 
of the Amazon, the River Yari, the naviga- 
tion of which is of the most. perilous kind. 
During the journey he was laid up, at in- 
tervals, 35 days with fever. The Boni 
rnd Roucouyenne Indians, although not 
antagonistic to the white traveller, gave him 
no material help. ‘The chief of the Bonis 
delayed him a month by pretending that no 
guides could at the time be spared ; this was

Later the same evening the box was taken on 
board the Canon Harrison by two men and 
scld to one of the crew named Axel Maml- 
borg for one dollar, and prisoner and another 
man the same evening had their moustachios 
cut off by a native barber in Hongkew. 
Prisoner and Lancaster were subsequently 
apprehended by the police, being pointed out 
to them hy members of the crew of the Canon 
Harrison, 28 the men who bad sold the box. 

Chang Lee-shing. the man who agreed to 
sell the box, Axel Mamlborg, the sailor who 
bought it, S. Anderson, the watchman 
on board the Canon Harrison, avd the 
barber who cnt off the prisoner’s mous. 
tache were examined. The three first-nam 
were unable to swear positively to the pri- 
soner. Mamlhorg and Anderson believed 
that be was the man who brought the box on 
the Canon Har7ison, but they would not swear 
that he was, 

‘Mr. Srripuise explained that on Satur. 
day ‘Anderson pointed the prisoner out to 
a policeman and idenified him without the 
least reluctance, and it was strange that 
he could not do 's0 now ; but he thought he 
could obtain other witnesses from the Canon 
Harrison who could prove that he was the 
man who sold the box and received the dollar 
in payment. 

His Worsmrr adjourned the case till 
Wednesday for further evidence to be called.

‘The facts of tie ease were published in our 
columns when prisoner was last before the 
Court, when, it will be remembered, neither 
the prosecutor nor the man who bought the 
ox could identify the prisoner, and the other 
witness uained Anderson also failed to recog 
nise him in Court, although it was alleged 
he had been pointed out by him to the police 
as the man who sold the box on board the 
barque Canton Harrison. ‘The police coustable 
who apprebended the prisoner was now valled, 
and stated that when he went on board the 
Canon Harrison to enquire into the case he 
saw Anderson, who told him that the man 
who sold the box was then in the forecastle. 
Anderson took him to the forecastle and 
pointed out the prisoner, who was asleep on 
a chest and was the worse for liquor. He 









arrested him and took him to the Police 
Station. 

‘His Worsmrp said he was satisfied as 
to the prisoner’s identity without further 
evidence being called, 

Prisoner protested his innocence, assertin 
that he knew no more about the box than his 
Worship did, that he was never out of the 
Sailors’ Home on Saturday except for a short 
time when he had kis moustache cut off, and 
that if he had stolen the box it was vot 
likely he would go and stop on the vessel 
where it had been sold, He said none of the 
witnesses could identify him; they only 
thought he was the man. 

His Worsuir told the prisoner that be 
believed the witnesses from the Canon Harvi- 
son had not identified him because they did 
not like to do so, not because they could not. 
He had not the least doubt that he was the 
man, and he thought he had made the matter 
much worse by attempting to deny it. 

Prisoner said if he bad said anything else 
but denied it he should have told lies ; as it 
was he had spoken the truth, 

His Worsutr wished he could think so, but 
he could not ; and prisoner would have to go 
to gaol for two months’ hard labour, 


























R, (Cuanc Au-vuxc) v, Manone, 
Charge of Assault 
Prisoner, who is a man of colour, is a watch: 
man living in Hongkew, Ho surrendered on 
bail to answer a charge of violently assaultin 
and wounding Chang Ah-yaog on the head 
by striking him with a stick. 
Mr. SrRiPLixe explained to the Court 
that the prosecutor had not put in an ap- 
earance, although he had been warned to be 
in attendance, It appeared that proseontor 
had been acting as boy to the prisoner, who 
accused him of stealing half a dozen pocket 
handkerchiefs, Prosecutor denied the theft, 
whereupon prisoner struck him on the head 
with the stick produced, cutting hie hat and 
bruising his head, but'not seriously.

1,304 for alieged wrongful dismissal and 
consequent allowances, 

Mr. Hexpensox, at the outect, asked for 
the decision of the Court on a motion he had 
a verdict on the pleadings owing 
isufficiency of the answer, which he 
maintained raised no substantial defence ; and 
he argued that the baukruptcy proceedings of 
the defendants in Hongkong were altogether 
immaterial to the case. 

Mr. Warsewnicut explained that ho did 
not rely on the plea in reference to the bank- 
ruptey, and had no objection to that portion 
of the answer being eliminated ; but he con- 
tended that the general denials in the answer 
to the allegations in the petition raised a good 
defence to the claim.

Sinco the Ist January, 1868, petitioner had 
been in the service of the defendants, and 
since the 30th June, 1870, or thereabouts, hie 
had been in their service as corresponding 
and goneral clerk, under an agreement where- 
by defendants were to pay him for his services 
the sum of £600 per annum, together with 
such allowances as to quarters, board, time of 
notice of discharge, passage mouey home, 
‘as were usually made to foreigners for 

like’ services in foreign merchants’ offices in 
China, (n the 19th December, 1878, defend- 
ants suspended all payment and ceased to 
transact business at Shanghai, and terminated 
and refused to carry out their said agreement,

‘THE PAMIR MOUNTAINS. 
(The Times.) 

We have already referred to the exploration 
of the Pamir platean by the Ri js 
Muschketow, and from the

ARCTIC EXPLORATION, 
: (The Times.) 

As our readers know, the North-rast Pao- 
sage expedition in the Mega, under Professor 
Nordenskjold, reached the mouth of the 
Leua in the latter part of August, and we 
may every day expect news of its safe arrival 
at Yokohama. Meantime, Mr. Oscar Dick- 
of Gottenburg, the generous supporter of 
the’ expedition, has published a letter from 
Professor Nordenskjold, giving some of the 
results obtained in the Novaya Zemlya region, 
While detained at Yugor Strait, to the south 
of Novaya Zewlya, a visit was paid to the 
Samoeide village of Chabarova. Dr. Stuxberg 
collected many specimens of the fauua of the 
Strait, including some remarkably large 
cilicious sponges. Many specimens of various 
kinds of fish were bought from the natives. 
Dr. Kjellman collected numerous specimeus of 
the flora of the region, and direoted his atten- 
tiou epecially to the morphology and develop- 
meut of the phauerogamous plants of the 
Arctic regions, a subject hitherto little 
studied. Lieutenant Nordqvist devoted his 
attention to insects, while Dr. Almqvist oxa- 
xd the Samoeides with regard to their 
sense of colour. and found it normally de- 
veloped in ticm, Professor Nordenskjild 
bought some costumes, utensils, &c., from 
the Samoeides, and, after some difficulty, 
succeeded in obtaining specimens of their 
“gods.” They at first evaded his inquiries, 
but ut last an old Samoeide woman consented. 
to show him some, She drew them from a
